“Does the natlon realise the 
imve significance of the fact that 
of the tonnage now under 
construction or on order for Bri-+ 
tish owners, only one-tenth con- 
sists of tramp vessels? Add to this 
the gloomy forecast that during 
the next 10 years one British 
shlp in every three in due to 
reuch the end of its nermal life, 
tnd we are faced with.o situna- 
tion which J venture to suggest 
cannot be ignored. It is obvious 
that urgent remedial measures 
are called for and taxation re- 
Nof in some form is essential 
before our position cb a leading 
mercantile sea power is dan- 
gcrously weakened. The form 
any ,spectal consideration should 
take, having regard to the elaims 
of industry as a whole, is not 
casy to propound,’ but the re- 
vival of the 40 per cent initial 
allowance would be welcome.” 


INCENTIVE SCHEME 


Mr Jenkins then suggested 
the estsblishment of a ship- 
building incentive schame rr 
shipowners, to which reference 
has already been made. He went 
on'to recall that the inquiry 
carried out at the request of the 
Government by the General 
Council of ‘British Shipping in 
respect of the year 1947 revecled 
that the overseas carnings of 


| British shipping jn forelgn cur- 


rencies for that year were . £60 
millfon, and that {it had been 
estimated thot the further inves- 
tigation which was to take place 
in_respect_of 1952 would . show. 
that those earnings had = im-

No one could gainsay the 
significance of those figures in- 
the country’s balance of pay- 
ments or belittle the leading role 
of British shippihg in maintain- 
ing the country’s Island fife and 
Mvelihood. Morcover, in a coun- 
try which cecepted the prin- 
clple of rcarmament os a prime 
necessity, it was strange and 
alarming “that so Httle cttention 
appeared to have been paid to 
the state of tramp shipping, 
upon which the success’ or 
fallure of reermament . would 
decisiycly depend.
